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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  MAHKET 


While  prices  paid  for  American  "barreled  apples  on  the  Liverpool 
auction  on  V/ednesday,  January  2,  were  lo'-^er  than  those  prevailing  on  Wed- 
nesday, December  19,  the  market  in  general  is  shewing  strength  for  barrel- 
ed stock  arriving  firm  and  in  good  condition,  according  to  a  cable  received 
in  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  ^-ricultural  Economics  from  Mr. 
Edwin  Smith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Barreled  apples 
in  general  were  in  liberal  supply  and  the  condition  of  the  fruit  was  only 
fair.    There  is  too  much  low  grade  barreled  stock  on  the  market,  states  Mr. 
Smith.     Fruit  showing  good  color  and  a  bright  appearance  brought  marked 
premiums  over  ruling  prices.    Boxed  apples  were  also  in  liberal  supply  but 
the  condition  of  the  fruit  in  general  was  good  and  offerings  of  most  stock 
met  with  a  good  demand.    The  market  for  Oregon  Yellow  Newtowns,  however, 
is  lower. 

The  demand  during  the  auction  was  good  for  Virginia  Yorks,  Staymans 
and  New  York  Rhode  Island  G-reenings,  but  it  was  slow  for  Massachusetts  and 
New  York  Baldwins.     Other  barreled  stock  met  with  a  moderate  demand.  Vir- 
ginia Yorks  were  in  liberal  supply  and  ranged  from  ;+)6.33  to  $6.81  per  bar- 
rel, for  tJ.  S.  No.   1,  24-  inch  stock  in  good  condition,  as  compared  with 
s>8.03  to  is.  64  on  December  19.     New  York  Greenings  were  in  moderate  sup- 
ply, U.  S-  No.  1,  2\  inch  stock  ranging  from  .^36. 5?  to  .456.81  per  barrel  for 
frait  in  good  condition,  as  compared  with  a  range  of  $7,30  to  $8.39  for  fruit 
of  similar  grade,  size  and  condition  on  December  19.    Moderate  supplies  of 
Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  rere  available  and  brought  from  $5.84  to  $6.33 
for  U,  S.  No.  2,  2i  inch  stock  in  fair  condition.    All  other  barreled  var- 
ieties were  in  lij-;ht  supply.     Massachusetts  and  New  York  Bj^.ldwins  sold  slow- 
ly becs?ase  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  fiuit. 

Prices  for  most  varieties,  of  boxed  apples  show  a  strengthening  mar- 
ket, but  Oregon  Yellow  Newto^'-ns  declined.    The  latter  were  in  heavy  supply 
and  Extra  Fancy  fruit,  sizes  150/175,  brdaght  only  $2.92  per  box  as  against 
*-^.65  to  $3.77  on  December  19.     Supplies  of  Oregon  Spitzenbergs  and  Delic- 
ious were  liberal  bat  offerings  met  with  a  moderate  demand  at  slightly  high- 
er prices  than  those  prevailing  on  December  19.     Only  light  supplies  of 
Washington  Rome  Beautys  and  Jonathans  were  available,  but  the  supplies  of 
'•ashington  '.Vine saps  were  moderate. 

Prices  paid  for  American  barreled  apples  in  London  ana  Glasgow  ^-ere 
approximately  the  same  as  those  prevailing  in  Liverpool,   states  Mr.  Smith. 
The  London  market,  however,  was  about  12  cents  per  box  lower  for  Pacific 
Northwest  Jonathans  and  Winesaps.    The  Liverpool  auction  supplies  of  pears 
and  grapefruit  were  greatly  in  excess  of  demand  and  prices  declined  consid- 
erably compared  with  those  prevailing  on  the  Decemiber  19  auction.
